kind, in the lower Part of Weſtminſter. They judged this Houſe con- 
venient for their Purpoſe, on account of its Air, Situation, and Nearnels 
to Town; procured a Leaſe of it, and opened a Subſcription for carrying 
on the Charity here. The Subſcription increaſed fo faſt, thar on the 
Nineteenth of October they were formed into a regular Society, and ac- 
tually began to receive Patients on the Firſt of January following. | 
How viſibly the Bleſſing of Gop has ſupported this Deſign, appears 
from the ſubſequent Accounts of Perſons relieved, and of the Money 
Which enabled them to defray the conſiderable Expence of enlarging the 
3 Houſe, ſmall as it was when they took it, to its preſent Dimenſions; 
3 7 whereby about Two Hundred Patients are conſtantly accommodated 
within their Walls: And it is with Pleaſure they acquaint the Publick, 
that the whole Plan of Building will in a ſhort Time be finiſhed, whereby 

a greater Number of Patients may be accommodated. 

TH1s noble Attempt to found Hoſpitals on the ſole Support of Vo- 
luntary Contributions, tho? common in other Countries, is of late Date 
here. Many doubtleſs would embrace the Means of promoting fo 
charitable an Inſtitution, were they rightly informed of the Nature of 
it, and how it is here carried into Execution: Which the Governors 
therefore take this publick Opportunity to mention. 

IT is to ſupply thoſe who ought to be the chief Care of the Publick, 
the honeſt and laborious Poor, with Advice, Medicine, and every Ne- 
ceſſary of Cure, when ſo miſerably ſunk in Health that they can be no 
longer ſerviceable to the Publick, or find Comfort in themſelves ; and 
this without any Expence to themſelves or Families, and with very little 
to the charitable Contributor. | 

Taz feveral munificent Foundations in the City of London, and elſe- 
where, on eftabliſhcd Revenues, ſhew how compleatly this End is attained 
by the Proviſion of Hoſpitals. A little Attention will diſcover how in- 
adequately it muſt be anſwer'd by any other Method. Direct Benefactions 
of Money to the Poor, Sick and Lame (unleſs fo large, as to rake them 
quite out of the Rank of the Poor) will fall ſhort of the common Charge 
of Medicine and A ttendance. If the many generous Profeſſors of Phyſick 
and Surgery ſhould add their gratuitous Aſſiſtance, yet can it not be 
ſuppoſed their warmeſt Benevolence could ever extend itſelf to any great 
Number of Objects at their ſeveral Homes. Or could this be done, even 
in and about theſe two Great Cities, how few of the induſtrious Poor have 
a Home fit to receive the Bed of Sickneſs, however furniſhed with the 
few Neceſſaries of a Life of Health and Vigour. In yet more tolerable 
Situations, if the Family of the ſick Perſon is to bear the Burden of Sup- 
porting him, when reſtrain'd at the ſame Time from thoſe Labours which 
ſhould furniſh that very Support, by their conſtant Attendance on him, 
the Diſſipation of their little Stock, and poſſibly a Load of accruing 

Jehts, will very much diminiſh the Comfort of a Recovery. 

[ne Admiſſion into an Hoſpital puts a plain End to all theſe Diffi- 
culties : And if we further take into account the Advantage of immediate 
Conſultation in all difficult Cafes ;. the Certainty of not only good, but 
proper Diet; of Medicines, both good in their kind, and regularly ad- 

, miniſtred; clean and conſtant Attendance, and that by Perſons verſed in it, 

and of a ed Diligence and Tenderneſs; it will ſurely appear that the 

Pooreſt have, in this Method of Charity, all the Helps towards Recovery, 

which even thoſe of the better Sort could reaſonably wiſh for. 

$  Taers is yet a farther Benefit received, by the Poor thus brought 

into a regular Society: It regards no leſs than their eternal Welfare. 
It is with the utmoſt Pleaſure we aſſure the Contributors that their Cha-

rity is found of infinite Uſe in this important Branch. Immediate Ap- 


plication is made to the Patients, according to their reſpective Ways of 
Lite, boch in Matters of Inftruftien and Bevotion; and « N e 
in this Care, enforced by the awakening Terrors of Death, or firſt Open- 
ings of Gratitude for Mercy receiyed, ſo frequent. in this Place, turns 
their Thoughts upon themſelves, fixes their Attention, and produces ex- 

traordinary Effects upon the moſt Ignorant and Abandened. . Many of 

them, utterly void of the very Rudiments of Clyiſtian Education, have 


been brought ta a Senſe of rational and pradtigal-Baich and Duty, during 


and Benefactors, to publiſh an Abſtract of their 


their Abode here: And Others, who had rioted out continual Health by 
continual Vices, have been ſoftened into ſuch a State of Penitence and 
Reformation, as either promiſes a comfortable Hope in their latter End, 
or by their exemplary Behaviour when diſcharged, an Increaſe of true 
Religion and Piety amongſt the Common People. | 

Sven are the glorious Effects it has pleaſed God's infinite Goodneſs 

to produce, by Subſcriptions merely during the Will of the Contributor ; 
and many of them not exceeding one Guinea a-Year. The Number of 
Proper Gbjects is amply ſufficient to employ the Bounty of the Rich: 
And this Undertaking has liberally ſhared of their ſuperior Fortunes. 
Yet it is thought proper to make expreſs Mention of this moderate Sum, 
leſt Strangers of leſs Ability ſhould be ignorant on how eaſy Terms they 
may at once perform almoſt every Species of Chriſtian Charity. 

To theſe Purpoſes are admitted all ſuch Poor, Sick and Lame (being Proper Ob- 
recommended according to the Rules following) as the Hoſpital willi. 
contain, They are ſupplied with Advice, Medicine, Diet, Waſhing, 
Lodging, and ſome of the moſt Miſerable with Cloaths alſo. The Phy- 
ſicians viſit their Patients on Mondays and Fridays, and on all intermediate 
Days, whenever Occaſion requires; and the Surgeons every Day: And u the 

f 
on every Friday Morning there is a general Conſultation of all the Phy- Phyfcians 
ſicians and Surgeons. No Security for their Burial is required; nor and Szr- 
any Money, Gift or Reward, taken of them or their Friends, on any fen. 
Account whatſoever. Thoſe who die, if their Friends are unable, are 5 
buried at the Charge of the Society: And the Money collected in 
the Poor's Box at the Door, is kept as a ſeparate Fund for Cloathing 
ſuch Patients on their Diſcharge as ſtand in need of it; and furniſhing 
thoſe with ſome little Sum of Money, whoſe Diſtance from their Habi- 
tations, or other particular Neceſſities, require it. : 

A SELECT Number of Apothecaries, who are Governors, are ap- 7;4:ors 
pointed to attend by Rotation as Viſitors, to ſee that the Apothecary Bufne/i. 
of the Houſe takes due Care of the Medicines and Patients. Two Viſi- 
tors are choſen every Week out of the Subſcribers, to. attend daily, 
and take Care, by an Examination of the Proviſions and Patients them- 
ſelves, that the Orders of the Society are punctually obſerved, that the 
Patients are treated in every Thing with Order and Tenderneſs, and 
to make a Report in Writing of their Obſervations. = 

PRAYERS are read daily tc the Patients: A Sermon is preach'd 
every Sunday, and the Communion adminiſtred every Month, and the 
Chaplain attends at other Times to catechize, and to perform other re- 
ligious Offices, as often as their Caſes require; and when the Patients are 
diſcharged, Religious Tratts are given to each of them for their farther 
| Edification. | 

A BoaRp of Governors meets every Wedneſday Morning, to do the Governers 
current Buſineſs of the Hoſpital, to receive and examine the Reports of Time of 
the Viſitors, to difcharge and admit Patients, to receive the Complaints Meeting, 
and Propoſals of all Perſons, and to prepare ſuch Matters as are proper 
for the Conſideration of General Boards. A General Board of all the 
Governors meets regularly five Times a-Year : And any five Governors, 
on extraordinary Affairs, may require the Weekly Board to ſummon a 
Special General Board, on fitteen Days notice; the Buſineſs of which, 
and all General Boards, is then to be ſpecified, and the Minutes thereof 
hung up in the Board-Room, till the Meeting of ſuch General Boards. 

Every Governor may vote at each of theſe Boards, unleſs any Claim 
of his be under Conſideration ;z and then he is not to be preſent, In caſe 
any Difference or Diſpute ariſes at theſe Boards, the Queſtion 1s fairly 
ſtated, and determined by a Ballot, if required, The Governors are 
now in Number upwards of Three Hundred. No Perſon receiving 
Salary, Fee, or Reward from the Hoſpital, is capable of being a Go- 
vernor : But every other Gentleman ſubſcribing Five Pounds a- Year, or g- 
upwards, or giving one Benefaction of Fifty Pounds (altho' he be not an con of 4 
Annual Subſcriber) is thereupon put in Nominayon to be a Governor; Governor. | 
and at the firſt General Court, which is held one full Month afterwards, 
is accordingly ballotted for by the Governors. | | 

We hope it will a that the great Ends of this Undertaking © 
have been ſatisfactorily anſwered hitherto, and that they always will be 
ſb, from the Nature of our Conſtitution ; the Number and Condition of 
Governors furniſhing an Argument of great Probability that the Con- 
tributions cannot be miſapplied. | . | 

Now E are truſted with the Care of the Patients, either in Phyſick or 
Surgery, or any other Matter of Importarice, but thoſe who are firſt 
elected by the General Board, and remain always anſwerable ro the ſame 
for their Conduct. All Orders are alſo made, or finally approved by 
General Boards. Fhe Accounts are paſſed in the fame Manner; and, 
together with the State of the Proceedings, ſubmitted once a Year to the 
Judgment of ther Publick. Theſe Accounts are kept, and the Acts of 
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every Board and Committee faithfully regiſter'd in Books by the Trea- 
ſurers and Clerk; and a Regiſter is kept of all the Patients. The Phy- 
ſicians, Surgeons, Viſiting Apothecaries, and Treafurers, are all Gover- 
nors, and add to their Contributions the more important Charity of their

Tur vy are alſo defired to take Notice, That when there is not Room 
for all the Patients recommended at one Time to be received into the 
Houſe, thoſe are taken in, whoſe Admiſſion the Board are of Opinion 
will moſt effectually anſwer the End of the Charity: And the reſt, if 
Proper Objects, are admitted Out-Patients, till chere is Room for them 
in the Houſe.
